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Atterbury Army Air Field - Columbus, india. 
Hemed for Gillis= @allece Atterbury, tern in New Altezy, 
Indiana, Jemuary 31, 1866. After graduation from Tele 
University he worked in the Atten Shop of the Pexusyir=micz 


Rejlroai. After several years he became Forezmm of tke 


Shop. Zventually he became Vice-Presiient and later Fresi- 


dent of the Pemmsylvamia Esilrosd. ith the Gmited Sistes 
entry inte Jorld Zar I, Gemeral John J. Fershing csile? = 
the Secretary of War, Newton D. Beker, to send ams of the 
best Transportation men of the country to Frames te teks 
over the job of moving the AEF. Sameral Atterbury wes giv= 
the cobogsal job of tuilding the machinery for leniizg, 
carrying to Battle and supplying the mmdreds of thousands 
of scldiers fram 4merica forming the AEF in Fremce. Ee 
served Overseas umtil Mey 31, 1919. Upom returming to tie 
United Stetes, he resumed his duties as President sf tks 
Pemsylvanis Reilrosi. For his service to his Country snd 
his contributions to the Var Effort, he wes decorated mot 
only by the United States, tut England, France and Selgin, 
as well. Im 19é he retired as Preside of the Esilrcai, 


amd a year later he died. 
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Atterbury, Camp - Camp Atterbury, Indiana. 


(Same as Atterbury Army Air Field - Columbus, Indiana). 
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Named for Paul F. Baer who was born in Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
in 1884. He attended Fort Wayne Grade and High Schools 
until 1911. He entered the service of the Packard Motor 
Company to gain mechanical knowledge. As a civilian truck 
driver, he was with Pershing in 1915 in Fershing's chase 
after Villa to the Mexican Border. In 1916 he travelled 
to Surope as a hostler. In January, 1917, he enlisted 
first with the French Foreign Legion, and then transferred 
to the French Air Corps. He received a commission on 

June 17, 1917. He transferred to the United States Army 
when America entered the War. He received his First Lieu- 
tenant commission in the First Aviation Signal Officers 
Reserve Corps, November 1, 1917. He was for a while in 
the Ninety-Fourth Aero Pursuit Squadron commanded by Cap- 
tain Eddie Rickenbacker. He was the first American to 
shoot down a German Plane, March 11, 1918, and the first 
American World War I Ace. Between March 11, 1918, and 


May 22, 1918, he received official credit for downing 
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nine Enemy Planes, unofficial credit for eighteen Planes. 
On May 22nd he was shot down and held prisoner by Ger- 
mens for eight months. His first victory won him the 
Distinguished Service Cross with Oak Leaves, the first 
Distinguished Service Cross awarded an American Pilot 

in the War. When discharged his decorations also in- 
Cluded the French Croix de Guerre ith boven Palms, the | 
French Legion of Honor with Bronze Leaf, the Aero Club 
of America Medal, and the Hearst Medal, snd Lafayette 
Sscadrille Insignia. He returned to the United States 

on February 28, 1919. He became Consulting Engineer and 
Test Pilot for the Ford-Stout Airplane Company at Dear- 
born, Michigan. He worked Aaciniwhi le ter Douglas Air- 
plane Manufacturing Company at Santa Monica, California. 
He went to work for the Federal Government as one of 
sixty Area Inspectors for the Aeronautics Branch of the 
Department of Commerce, licensing Pilots, etc. He later 
quit and went to China to aid in developing Aviation. 

He was killed in an Airplane crash at Shenghek on December 
9, 1930. He was buried in Fort Wayne, Indiana, on Jan- 


uary 4, 1931, with elaborate Military honors. 
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Nemed for Vincent Bendix, an Inventor and Manufacturer, 
who was born in Illinois in 1881. He invented the Ben- 
dix "drive", making possible self-starting motors, which 
entered so largely into the rapid and practical self- 
starting of the motor vehicle. He developed Bendix Four 
Wheel automobile brake which has revolutionized the mech- 
anism of automotive vehicles. At the age of sixteen, he 
entered the study of Law in New York, later diverging to 
Mechanical Engineering, specializing in automobile and 
automobile engine design, in which profession he started 
his business ees and in which, by his indomitable 
perserverance and ability he early laid the foundation 
for his later phenominal success. Of diversified exper- 
ience and activity, he was a leader in the Industry as 
early as 1907, when he was instrumented in the successful 
marketing of the then new and interesting Holzman high- 
wheeled automobile. Shortly thereafter he designed and 
built the Bendix car. It was during these days that he 
turned his thoughts to the designing of a manifestly neces- 


sary device for the mechanical cranking of a gasoline 
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motor, heretofore startable only by hand cranking. The 
success of the Bendix Drive, the machanical hand, which 
cranks a car, is a matter of history in the world of self- 
propelled vehicles. As he in the early days provided 

means for the safe bestine of automobiles, he made commer- 
Cially successful the Bendix Brake for a safe control of 
passenger cars, trucks, coasies and airplanes. Most 
material evidence of the success of the Bendix Brake is 

the immense Bend Plant of Bendix Brake Company. Daily 
thousands of sets of Bendix Brakes are made, with a 


demand so rapidly increasing that an additional building 


ag program is in progress. In September, 1929, Mr. Bendix 


went to Sweden to receive from King Gustav V the title 

of Knight of the Order of the North Star in recognition 
of his philanthropic interest’ in the land of his ances- 
tors. In January, 1936, he was made a Knight of the 
French Legion of Honor. This was conferred in recognition 
of his endeavor in organizing a South Bend Paris Plant 

of Bendix Aviation Corporation. On January 20, 1931, 

he was elected President of the Society of Automotive 


Engineers. In the early part of 1932 Democrats on 
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Chicago’s exclusive North Side endorsed him for Congress, 
but these inclinations, if he had: any, did not progress. 
On Way 29, 1942, the association of Mr. Bendix with Bendix 
Aviation Company as Chairman and Director, as terminated. 
He was a collector of valuable books, tapestries and other 
rare art objects. In 1943 he formed an Engineering Com- 
pany to develop a new type of helicopter. oes: born in 
Moline, Illinois. He went to work when he tee thirteen 
years old as a telegraph messengere In the same year he 
worked out a design for an improved chainless bicycle 
which attracted the interest of a Manufacturer. He was 
keenly interested in the Setar geen of Aviation and 

for some years he donated the prize trophy for an annual 


Air Race which bears his name. 


Billings General Hospital - Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana. 


Named for John Shaw Billings, who was born April 12, 1838, 
in Switzerland County, Indiana. He received his Be A. 
Degree at Miami University in 1857, matriculated in the 
Medical College of Ohio in 1858. During 1858-1859, he 
was an Intern at Saint John’s Hospital and during 1859- 


1860, at the Commercial Hospital of Cincinnati. When 
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the War Between the States broke out, he offered himself 
end his service as a Medical Officer. He was commission- 
ed First Lieutenant Surgeon April 16, 1862. He was first 
assigned to the Cliffburne Hospital just outside of Wash- 
ington. He was attached to the Army of the Potomac dur- 
ing the most severe fighting of the War, and was present 
during the Battles of Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, The 
Wilderness, Spotsylvania, North Anna, Cold Harbor, and 
the Seige of Petersburg. From December 27, 1864, to 
August 20, 1865, he was on duty in the Surgeon General's 
office. His report on the "Treatment of Diseases and 
Injuries in the Army of the Potomac during 1864" was 

made from pocketbook notes made in the Field and is the 
principal source of knowledge of the organization, ad- 
ministration and functioning of the Medical Corps during 
this period. In 1875 his plans for the construction of 
the proposed Johns Hopkins Hospital were selected by the 
Board of Trustees and for the next twenty-five years he 
was actively engaged in its construction and organization. 
In 1895 he retired from active duty in the Army and be- 
came Professor of Hygiene at the Johns Hopkins Hospital 


and wrote a History of Surgery. In 1896 he resigned his

Professorship at the University of Pennsylvania to be- 
come Superintendent-in-Chief of the New York Public 
Library. This was his last great work and involved the 
consolidation of the Astor end Lenox Libraries and the 
Tilden Trust, securing the site of Fifth Avenue between 
Fortieth and Forty-second Streets, planning and erecting 
the splendid buildings, and organizing and administering 
the Library. He was operated upon twice for cancer of 
the lip, the second operation involving extensive dissec- 
tion of the glands of the neck, and at advanced age he 
survived a gall-bladder operation. Pneumonia followed 
his fourth operation for calculus and he died on March 
11, 1917. The ideals of Colonel Billings and the mes- 
sage which his life and efforts should convey to the 
young Doctors entering the Service of their Country, 

are best exemplified by his owm words addressed to a 
graduating class of the Army Medical School shortly be- 
fore he died: "As member of a great profession, as 
officers of the Nation, as citizens of a great Country, 
as men possessing ciewtedes =--= you are coming on the 
stage of action to share the burden and responsibility 


of the world's work am bring fresh blood and energy 
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into the organism to maintain and add to the dignity 
and heritage of your Country. Enter upon our heritage 
modestly but confidently. Be strong and of good cour- 


age. Nos Morituri Salutamus." 


Named for Colonel Adam F. Casad, an Indian Soldier who 
performed outstanding work in handling Ordnance material 
Overseas during World War I. He was born in Delphi, 
Indiana, February 9, 1878; graduated from West Point 
Military Academy in 19023 and continued in the Service 


until his death in 1927. 


Evansville Municipal Airport - Evensville, Indiana. 

Named from the City of Evansville, Indiana. Hugh McGary, 
an Indian fighter of considerable reputation, was the 
true founder of this City. History has it that in 1812, 
while returning from Vincenmmes where he had been dis- 
charged after a number of Indian Engagements, lMicGary one 
night pitched his camp on the present site of Evansville. 
The next morning, impressed with the beauty of the loca- 


tion, he expressed his delight, and decided to return and 
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lay claim to the land at this point, as he thought it | 
was destined to be quite valuable. In the same year 

he bought the site of Evansville, and established a ferry 
which operated until 1820. On July 27, 1817, MeGary and 
Robert eee platted the Town. This City was named for 
Robert Evans who was an influential citizen in the South- 
west part of Indiana Territory. It was Evans upon whom 
MicGary had to call to place his name and influence behind 
legislation that was necessary to establish the new County 
of Vanderburgh. It was Evans who purchased part of Mc- 
Gary's original holdings when he was badly in need of 
money, and shared with him the undertaking of promoting 
the Towmm’s development. In order to secure the location 
of the County Seat in Evansville, McGary end Evans donat- 


ed one hundred lots and $500 in cash to promote the deal. 


Named for Captain Richard S. Freeman. He was born in 
Winemac, Indiana, June 22, 1905. He completed his early 
education at the Parochial and Public Schools of his home 
Town, and then attended Notre Dame for one year, and then 
received an appointment to the United States Military 


Academy at West Point. Upon graduation from West Point 


-li- 


on June 12, 1930, he was commissioned a Second Lieuten- 
ant of Infantry and detailed to the Air Corps Flying 
Training. He spent three months travelling in Europe 
following his graduation from West Point Military Acad- 
emy visiting mainly in France, Germany, and the Brit- 
ish Isles. Completing his Frimary Flying training at 
Brooks Field, and Advanced training at Kelly Field, on 
October 10, 1931, he was rated as Airplenme "Pilot" and 
was assigned to duty with the Twentieth Bombardment 
Squadron et Lengley Field. He was commissioned a First 
Lieutenant in the Air Corps and remained at Langley 
Field intil 1935. From July 1933 to February 1934, he 
was placed second in command of a Company of Civilian 
Conservation vorps which was engaged in building dems in 
the State of Vermont as part of the Winoski Flood Con- 
trol Project. He was recelled from this Post to the Air 
Mail Service when the Air Corps was assigned to this 
duty. He was one of the first Army men to participate 
in the Air Mail Service, and, stationed at Floyd Bennett 
Field, remained there until private Airplanes again re- 


sumed the Service. Upon his return to Lengley Field 
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after the Air Mail Experiment, he served as Operations 
Officer of the Second Bonbardment Group. He was select- 
ed for a flight from Washington, D. ©., to Fairbanks, 
Aleska. In February, 1935, he was create ved to the 
Hewaiian Department where he served with the Nineteenth 
Pursuit Squadron and pave seueetly with the Sixth Pursuit 
Squadron, both at Wiselar Field. During his sojourn 

in Hawaii he attended the Wing Navigation School at Fort 
Shefter, end there he earned the title of Advanced Navi- 
getor in December 1935. During Service in Hawaii he 
participated in the historic Flight of the Army Squadron 
to the Leper Colony, across the Kiawi Channel to Molokai, 
from whence the remains of the founder of the Colony, 
Fither Damian, were taken to be placed on a Transport 
Vessel end sent to Father Demian's native Belgium for bur- 
iel. Freeman remained in Hawaii until March 1937, end 
then accepted a furlough from Service for his second yoyage 
to Europe. On his return, having qualified as Aerial Nav- 
igantor, he participated in the "Good=Will Flight" of the 


B-17 "Flying Fortress" to Buenos Aires, Argentina, South 
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America, and return. He was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. He was one of the first Officers of the 
United States Army Corps to pilot the B-17 type Bomber. 
For the part he played in a Flight meade from Langley 
Field to Santiago, Chile, in February 1939, he received 
commendation of Secretary of War and shared with the 
Flying Commander end members of the Crew, in the award of 
the Mackey Trophy. He also was recognized by the Nation- 
el Aeronautic Kare elbeten for his participation in this 
Flight. He served as a student at the Air Corps Tactical 
School, Maxwell Field, end was assigned to duty at March 
Field. Then he was assigned to duty at Lowry Field, and 
was then promoted to Captain of the Air Corps. He left 
Lowry Field and accepted the assignment as Commandant | 
at Ladd Field, which is located in the center of Alaska's 
toughest winter weather. He was one of the first Pilots 
to fly the non-stop from McChord Field to Foirbenks in a 
B-17, and was the first Pilot to land this type of Air- 
Biase in Alaska. At Ladd Field, he had two Planes 


equipped for Experimental Flights in extreme low tem- 
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perature. In one of them, he, with his Crew of seven 

men, were carried to their deaths near Lovelock, Newada, 
on February 6, 1941. More symbolic than a monument, he 
left enshrined in the hearts of ell who knew him a mem- 


ory of all that is fine and honorable among men. 


Gery Armour Plate Plant - Gary, Indiana. 

Nemed from the City of Gary, Indiana. The United States 
Steel Corporation in looking for a site for a group of 
Plants, selected a site on the Southern shore of Lake 
Michigan. The sand ridges end swamps along the Lake 
were purchased and surveyed for the new Mills and the 
City was named for Elbert H. Gary, then Chairman of the 


Board of the Steel Corporation. 


Herrison, Port Benjamin - Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana. 
Was named by President Theodore Roosevelt in 1906, in 
honor of President Benjamin Harrison, who was born in Ohio 
on August 20, 1833. Following his graduation from Miami 
University, Harrison began the practice of Law in Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, end soon established himself as a Law- 
yer of first renk.e He strongly advocated abolition of 


Slavery, and entered the War Between the States as a 
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Second Lieutenant and retired as Brigadier General of 
Volunteers, having distinguished himself in various 
Battles. Resuming his Law practice, he was elected to 
the United States Senate in 1880, was not eateries 

in 1887, but was elected to the Presidency in 1888, 
defeating Cleveland. The high spots of his term of 
office included the Pen-Americen Congress meeting in 
Washington, the passage of the McKinley Tariff Bill, 
and Sherman Silver Bill, the suppression of the Louis- 
iena Lottery, and further reform of the Civil Service. 
He was defeated for reelection in 1892 and retired to 
privete Law practice. He represented Venezuela in 1898 
in its Boundary Dispute with Great Britain. He died on 


March 13, 1901. 


indiana Arsenal _- Charlestown, Indiana. 

Received its name from the State of Indiana. This land 
was given by the Indians to a Philadelphia Fur Trading 
Company in payment for a consignment of goods destroyed by 
the Red Men. “The vast tract thus acquired was called 
*Indiena' by the newcomers. The name may be interpreted 
*the land of the Indians.*"” By enother authority it 

is said to have been named from the Indian Tribes which 


settled in western Pennsylvania. 
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indianapolis Chemical Warfare Depot _~ Indienapolis, Indisne. 
Named from the City of Indianapolis, Indiana. By a 

joint ballot of the House and Senate of the Indiana As- 
sembly, three men were elected to select the name for the 
Capitel City of Indiana. This name was suggested by Jere- 
miah Sullivan, Judge of the Supreme Court, end was accept- 
ed because of the logical reasons The name is indicat- 
ive of the exact location ---- City of Indiana, or as 

some have preferred, Indian City. The City was leid out 
in 1821 by Alexander Ralston from the plans of Major 
L'Enfant with whom Ralston was associated at the time 
Major L'Enfant laid out the plans for Washington, D.C. 
The plan is a combination of the “spider web" of Ver- 
Sailles and Thomas Jefferson's scheme of the Federal 


City of regular squares. 


Jefferson Proving Ground - Madison, Indiana. 


Nemed from the County of Jefferson, Indiana. The 
County was named in honor of President Thomas Jefferson, 
probably because of the personal interest he had taken 
in the Gempaign of George Rogers Clark, for Ex-Soldiers 


of Clark’s Command formed the nucleus of the pioneers 
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ae 
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of the Company, one of whom, John Paul, suggested the 
neme. Thomas Jefferson was ee at Shadwell, Virginia, 
April 13, 1743. He was elected to the Virginia House 
of Burgesses in 1769 and this marked the beginning of 
his public career. From a State Convention in 1775, 

he went to the Second Continental Congress, and in June 
1776, was made Chairman of the Committee appointed to 
draw up the Declaration of Independence. Virginie af- 
fairs claimed his ei sat ven end he served in the Legis-~ 
lature for several years and as Governor from 1779 to 
(1781. He entered Congress in 1783, and in the follow- 
ing year was appointed, with Benjamin Frenklin and John 
Adems, to negotiate foreign commercial Treaties. In 
this capacity he went to France and remained as Minis- 
ter from 1785 to 1789. He returned to the United States 
to become Washington's Secretary of State. Continued 
controversies between Hamilton and Jefferson resulted in 
the building up about these leaders the Federalist and 
Democratic Parties. Harmony was Keroeiile, end Jef- 
ferson's repeated resignation was finally accepted Decem- 


ber 31, 1793. He lived in retirement until elected Vice- 
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President in 1796. Four years later he gained the Pres~ 
idency as a result of the disfavor into which the Fed- 
6ralists had fallen with the passage of the Alien and 
Sedition Laws. He was reelected in 1804. His eight 
years in office were marked by the purchase from France 
of the great Louisiana Territory; suppression of the 
Barbery Pirates; failure of his Embargo on all United 
States foreign commerce; and the republicanizing of 
Government and White House customs. His lest years were 
spent at Monticello where he tried, without success, to 
regain his lost fortunes. He devoted much time to the 
Schools of the State, particularly to the establish- 
ment of the University of Virginie. The essence of his 
oft=-quoted political beliefs was his faith in free 
speech and education end in the ability of the common 
men to prosper under a truly representative, not highly 


centralized, Government. He died July 4, 1826. 


Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot - Jeffersonville,Indiana. 
Named from the City of Jeffersonville, Indiana. This 
City is located on land given to George Rogers Clark 


following his early Explorations and Indian Wars. Thomes

Jefferson drew a plen for a City, and this City was 
named in honor of hime Jeffersonville Depot during 
the Wear Between the States, served as a Base for Sup=- 
plies to the Northern Army. 

(Same as Jefferson Proving Ground - Madison, Indiana, 


as to life of Thomas Jefferson). 


Kingsbury Ordnance Plant - La Porte, Indiana. 
Received its name from the Town of Kingsbury, Indionea. 
This Town was laid out in 1835, and was named for a Mr. 


Kingsbury who came to this County in 1833. 


Schoen Field - Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana. 

Was named in honor of First Lieutenant Karl Schoen, 
Aviator from Indianapolis, Indiana, who was killed in 
Combat during World War I. He was born October 20, 
1894, at Indiemapolis, Indiana, and was educated in 
Purdue University. He enlisted April 22, 1917, at 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana. He was assigned to 
the Aviation Service, end went Overseas February 28, 
1918, and was assigned to the 139th Aero Squadron. 


He was killed in action, October 28, 1918, at Verdun, 
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Frence. He was buried in Argonne, American Cemetery. 


He was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross. 


Scott, Camp Thomas A. - Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

Was named in honor of Thomas Alexander Scott, the fourth 
President of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and organizer of 
the first Militery Railroad during the War Between the 
States. He was born in Pennsylvania, December 28, 1823. 
He wae long identified with Transportation before he 
entered the service of the Pemsylvenia Railroad in 1850. 
He was appointed by the Governor of Pennsylvenia in 1851 
as a member of his Staff and placed in charge of trans- 
porting Troops. He was commissioned Colonel of Volun- 
teers in the same year and. the Governor placed control 
of all Railroads under his chargee Colonel Scott was 
appointed First Assistant Secretary of War on August 1, 
1861, and in January, 1862, directed the organization 

of the Railways in the Northwest Territory. He resigned 
in 1862 to direct the Pennsylvania Railroad, but again 


served his Country in September of that year in direct- 
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ing the transport of two Troop Movements by connecting 
different Railway Lines. He became President of the 


Pennsylvenia Railroad in 1874. 


Stout Field - Indianapolis, Indiana. 

Named for Richard Harding Stout who was born October 
15, 1898, in Indianapolis, Indienae He enlisted in 
the 17th Aero Squadron, Air eereren and became Second 
Lieutenant. He was awarded the Croix de Guerre with 
Gold, Silver and Bronze Stars, France; Gold Ster, Medal 
Service, 32nd Army Corps, llth French Army, August 26, 
1917. "Having always displayed the greatest bravery in 
particularly trying circumstances, he distinguished 
himself in August, 1917, in carrying the wounded through 
clouds of gas, and, although poisoned by gas, continued 
his service on a violently bombarded routee” He re- 
ceived the Silver Star, 69th French Infantry Division, 
September 19, 1917: "An American Volunteer, who had 
displayed the greatest courage end coolness under try- 
ing circumstances, especially before Verdun, in Aug- 


ust end September, 1917. He attended to the removal 


of the wounded under violent bombardment, although 
poisoned by gase" He received the Bronze Star, 20th 
Squadron of the Train, 69th Division, 32nd Army Corps, 
2nd French Army, August 26, 1917. "A driver, who 

has always displayed the greatest bravery in particular- 
ly critical circumstences. Particularly distinguished 
himself in August, 1917, by transporting wounded through 
gas clouds and although injured by the poisonous gas 
continued his service along a road under heavy artil- 
lery fire." He enlisted March 10, 1917, and was as- 
signed to Section Number 1, American Field Ambulance 
Service. He enlisted October 26, 1917, Faris, France, 
Aviation Corps. He received his training at Second 
Aviation Instruction Center, Beaumont, Chateauroux, 
Issoudun, Saint Jean de Monts, Tours, Cazaux, Second 
Aviation Instruction Center, ell in Francee He was 
assigned to the 147th Aero Squadron. He received his 
Second Liutenancy May 13, 1918. He was Overseas from 
March 12, 1917 to February 21, 1919. He took part 

in the Battles of Champagne and Verdun. He was dis- 


charged February 23, 1919. He accepted a commission 
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in Officers Reserve Corps Air Service August, 1925. He 
enlisted in the 113th Aero Squadron, Indiana National 
Guard, June, 19266 He died October 3, 1926, end was 


buried in Brown Hill Cemetery, Indianapolis, Indiana. 


Terre Haute Ordnance Depot - Terre Haute, Indiana. 
Received its name from the City of Terre Haute, Indiana. 
The name Terre Haute transleted literally means "high 
grounds". It was so named lete in the Eighteenth Cen- 


tury. 
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Was mamed on account of its location in Vigo County. 
This County was nemed for Francis Vigo, Spanish Mer- 
chant, who came to Vincennes about 1777, and died there 
in 1836. He was born at Nondoui, Sardinia, 1740. He 
was helpful to George Rogers Clark at the time of 
Clark's Expedition against Vincennes during the Amer- 


ican Revolution, furnishing supplies and ammunition. 


Wabash River Ordnance Works_- Newport, Indiana. 

Takes its name from the Wabash River which is nearby. 
The name comes from an Indien word meaning "White water", 
as some authorities give it, "cloud borne by an equi-

Wakeman General Hospitel - Camp Atterbury, Indisna. 
Named for Colonel Frank E. Wakeman, 2 native of New 

York. He received his Degree from Valparaiso end Indiana 
Universitiess He was a member of the Army “edical Corps, 
and his last assignment was with the Surgeon General's 
Office in Washington. At Valpairiso University he re- 
ceived his Doctor of Pharmacy Degree in 1915, a Phar- 
maceutical Chemist Certificate in 1916, and a B. 5. 
Degree in 1917. He entered the Army Medical Corps as 

e First Lieutenent in August 1917, after being commis- 
sioned in Indiana. After two years in Service in 

World War I, he was discharged. He returned to In- 

diene for schooling end received the Degree of Doctor 

of Medicine in 1926 from Indienma University. Also in 
1926 he returned to active duty with the Army for a 

year. After mustering out of Service in 1927, he join- 
ed the Medical Corps in 1928, advancing to Captain in 
June of that years He added to his Degrees by attend- 
ing the Catholic University in Washington where he 
received @ Master of Arts Degree in 1933, and a Doc- 


tor of Pharmacy (Philosophy) in 1935. In 1937 he was
